Florida State begins the 1995 campaign with 14 starters 
returning, including just five on defense, and Seminole football 
insiders must be cautious not to look at how promising the 
season might be had underclassmen Derrick Alexander and 
Devin Bush not opted for the NFL. However, it is a great 
testimony to just how solid FSU’s program is in Bobby 
Bowden’s 20th year that some are predicting the Seminoles to 
finish as national champions again in 1995. 

Many of the questions that would have faced Bowden and 
his team during the upcoming preseason were answered late in 
the 1994 season, hence much of the optimism. Florida State 
took on arch-rival Florida in Tallahassee with the fourth-ranked 
Gators favored. With 13:00 left in the game it looked like the 
“experts” were all over the prediction. Florida had made big 
plays on the stingy FSU defense and held a 31-3 fourth quarter 
lead. FSU players would admit that they had reached a point 
where they were wondering “how embarrassing it would get.” 

It was at this moment, which surely was a crossroads, that 
Bowden told his team it was time to define the character of the 
talented team. In one of the most amazing fourth quarters in 
college football history, the Tribe fought all the way back to a 


31-31 tie which matched the NCAA record for the 
greatest comeback ever. 
It’s character defined, last year’s Seminoles 
attacked the same UF team in the Sugar Bowl 
and came away with a 23-17 victory that 
placed the Florida State football program in 
the history books — for good. 

The dramatic end to last season was 
so resounding, so satisfying, that it is sure to 
carry through seasons to come. 

Danny Kanell finally trusted his 
coaches’ insistence that his talent 
was great enough to win games 
and he will enter his senior year 
as one of the nation’s top signal 
callers, He will have FSU’s fifth 
1,000 yard rusher behind him in 
Warrick Dunn who will have the 
luxury of running behind an 
offensive line that returns all but 
one starter and is anchored by 
All-America center Clay Shiver. 

‘The question on the offensive side comes at receiver 

where the Tribe must replace stars Kez McCorvey and ‘OMar 
Ellison. However, the receiving corps has both talent and 
determination with Andre Cooper and E.G. Green likely to emerge 
as the go to receivers. 

Defensively. the Seminoles lose both talent and leadership that 
will be impossible to replace. All-American Derrick Brooks has 
graduated and sure All-Americans Alexander and Bush headed to the 
professional ranks. The biggest concern among the defenders is a 
young secondary that returns just one starter and, for the first time in 
seven years, no All-American at cornerback. 

The Tribe's strength will come from a deep and talented 
linebacker corps led by senior Todd Rebol. The defensive front should 
also be as deep as it has been in several season with Orpheus Roye 
and Reinard Wilson expected to make life frustrating for opposing 
quarterbacks. 

The Seminoles have not lost an ACC game since joining the 
conference three years ago and their top priority will be repeating as 
conference champs. In fact, FSU’s schedule is identical to the past two 
years with the exception of Notre Dame which is replaced on the 
schedule by Central Florida.

‘And that may be the only thing Bobby 
Bowden has not accomplished over the last 
decade. 

How Florida State adjusts to the early depar- 
ture of All-American defensive tackle Derrick 
Alexander and underrated safety Devin Bush may 
be the key to just how far an extremely talented 
lineup takes the Seminoles in 1995, Not that they 
were the only important losses. Indeed, the 
Seminoles must replace All-Americans Derrick 
Brooks and Clifton Abraham on defense as well as 
the school’s second most successful receiver ever 
in Kez MeCorvey, rock solid fullback Zack 
Crockett, and All-ACC offensive guard Patrick 
MeNeil 

But Bobby Bowden, who is entering his 20th 
season as head coach at FSU, has that twinkle in 
his eye when he talks about the 1995 season. 

The Seminoles return seven starters on 
offense, five on defense, both kicking specialists 
‘and may begin the 1995 season ranked number 
‘one forthe fourth time in school history. 


Florida State enters spring drills with thre 
All-America candidates right up the middle. Clay 
Shiver could be the favorite to win the Seminoles” 
first Outland Trophy as he is the top returning 
offensive lineman in the country. Shiver plays a 
‘complicated position for FSU taking the lead on. 
both run and pass blocking, snapping for the 
shotgun and traditional offense, and calling all the 
Tribe's blocking schemes at the line of scrimmage. 

“He's one of the finest offensive linemen 
we've had since I've been at Florida State,” said 
Bowden, “We ask a lot of him physically and 
mentally during a game. For our offense to be 
successful, we've got to have a great center and 
for the past \wo years, Clay Shiver has been as 
200d as any in the couniry.” 

‘When Shiver snaps the ball, he sends it to a 
‘quarterback who came into his own over the 
second half of his junior season and will enter 
1995 as a candidate for the Heisman Trophy. 
Danny Kanell actually heard boos while guiding 
the Seminoles through the nation’s third toughest 
schedule last year and, after a loss to Miami at 
midseason, was at a turning point in his young 
‘career, He would finish gloriously with All-ACC 
first team honors after resurrecting the Seminoles 
in the greatest comeback in school history against

Few organizations could boast the consistency, loyalty, 
professionalism and talent that Bobby Bowden and Florida State 
have in a coaching staff regarded as one of the very best in 
college football. 

Perhaps the most startling achievement by the Seminole 
program in the Bowden era has been the NCAA record eight 
straight finishes among the Associated Press top four. It is a 
record of consistency unmatched by any in the history of college 
football and it mirrors the remarkable consistency of the 
coaching staff at FSU. Seven of the current assistant coaches 
have been on the staff for eight years or more, including two 
that have been with Bowden since he began in 1976. 

Outside linebacker coach Jim Gladden is the senior 
member of the staff and he begins his 20th year at Florida State. 
‘An outstanding recruiter, Gladden is among the more articulate 
voices concerning the Seminole program. He has adapted with 
the times and coaches one of the most exciting positions on the 
field. 

Billy Sexton begins his 19th year with Florida State 
where he has coached the running backs since the current 
recruits were in their cribs. Sexton has been instrumental in 


allowing Florida State to tailor its offense to the talent 
present. When great college football offenses comes up, 
FSU is always mentioned, 

Bowden’s right hand man for the last decade 
and defensive line coach Chuck Amato is considered 
to be one of the nation’s top assistants. Amato has 
always allowed his passion for the game he played 
so well {o transfer into enthusiasm in his players on 
the field. 

Why has Florida State been so dominant for 
the last 10 years? It is no coincidence that the ultra 
successful period in Seminole 
football matches the history of 
Mickey Andrews as the Tribe's 
defensive coordinator. Most 
around the program agree that 
when FSU’s defense caught up 

with its legendary offense, the 
program took off. Andrews is the 
finest defensive coordinator in the 
country — period. 

Jimmy Heggins has coached on 
both sides of the line at Florida State for the 
past nine years. An outstanding player for Bowden in the mid ‘70s, 
Heggins stays in touch with the players and has produced outstanding 
offensive lines in each of the past two seasons. 

Florida State’s fast break offense is the brain child of eight year 
veteran coach Mark Richt, who also coaches the quarterbacks, Richt 
has produced three NFL quarterbacks, a Heisman runner-up and a 
Heisman winner since his arrival at Florida State and ESPN always 
reaches for the FSU tape when producing a hi-lite film. 

“Usually the team with the betier players wins the game,” 
Bowden has said on many occasions and for the past six years Ronnie 
Cottrell has been in charge of bringing in the nation’s top talent. His 
transition from full time recruiter to inside linebacker coach has been 
smooth and he will have perhaps the most talented corps in the country 
this season. 

Odell Haggins and Jeff Bowden are the newest members of the 
FSU staff and both begin their second seasons as coaches in 
Tallahassee, Both played for the Seminoles with Odell Haggins 
earning All-America honors as a noseguard. Bowden is in charge of 
the Seminoles’ talented receivers, while Haggins will work with the 
tight ends and the offensive line.

Florida State will begin the 1995 season with a very 
young football team and without an All-American at cornerback 
for the first time in seven years. 

Samari Rolle and James Colzie should battle through 
preseason drills for the coveted pressure point of field 
cornerback that has produced five All-Americans since Deion 
Sanders in 1988. Byron Capers has quietly moved in at the 
other cornerback but FSU’s secondary, which must also replace 
Devin Bush at strong safety, remains the primary concern 
heading into the season. 

Defensive end Reinard Wilson can only hope to match 
his outstanding sophomore numbers during his junior campaign. 
If Wilson can shake loose for 11 sacks again this year, the 
Seminole defense should be in good shape. Senior Orpheus 
Roye is also capable of dominating along the defensive front 
and Andre Wadsworth has added size and strength since last 
year. 


However, it is the talented linebacking 
corps that will provide the backbone to the 
defense in 1995. Todd Rebol is the unsung 
hero of the defense and the senior should slip 
easily into Derrick Brook’s role 
as the big play inspiration on 
defense. Daryl Bush and Sam 
Cowart are already all-conference 
level and have the potential to 
emerge as the nation’s best inside 
tandem. 

Clay Shiver may be the 
finest center in Florida State 
history and the Outland Trophy 
candidate anchors an offensive front that returns 
four of five starters. Also returning in the backfield 
are quarterback Danny Kanell and 1,000 yard rusher Warrick Dunn, 
which gives FSU coaches a lot of confidence heading into the season. 

FSU’s biggest concern on offense is whether the talented 
receiving corps can produce quickly. Andre Cooper, E.G. Green, 
Wayne Messam and Phillip Riley proved very capable during spring 
practice, but none of them have been the “go to” player in a big game 
and for the Seminole offense to be successful it must be able to throw 
and catch. 

Scott Bentley and Sean Liss give the Seminoles experience at 
kicker and punter, respectively. Florida State won the national 
championship on a last minute kick by Bentley two years ago, 
while Liss has reserved some of his best punts for the most dramatic 
moments. 

Once again, FSU will hope to wear out opponents with 
impressive depth at most positions. The Tribe returns just 14 starters 
from last year, but welcomes back 54 lettermen from the Sugar Bowl 
champion squad.

Throughout the 49-year history of football at Florida 
State the Seminoles seemed to wander around the country 
looking for opponents and generally choosing the best in the 
country to play. However over the last three seasons the Tribe 
has slipped comfortably into the routine of a consistent Atlantic 
Coast Conference schedule and will face a schedule with only 
one change from the previous two years. 

Central Florida will make its first trip to Doak Campbell 
Stadium in school history which is no coincidence as this marks 
the first season of Division LA football for the Golden Knights. 
FSU's first football All-American and former Bobby Bowden 
assistant Gene McDowell coaches UCF, which was a late 
replacement on the schedule after Auburn unexpectedly bought 
its way out of the game several years ago. 

UCF replaces Notre Dame on the FSU schedule. The 
split with the Irish over the last two seasons provided what 
many called the best college game in 25 years two seasons ago 
and lived up to the billing last year when the Seminoles had to 
come from behind for the win in Orlando.

Miami, meanwhile, has broken the hearts of 
the FSU faithful too many times to count. It can be argued that the 
Hurricanes have cost the Seminoles three national championships and 
it is guaranteed that the game will be the focus of the nation once again

While the end result of a major bowl title and top four 
finish has become “routine” for Florida State, 1994 was a most 
unusual season for the Seminoles and one that may have defined 
the character of the program. 

Florida State spent last summer in a nightmarish race to 
right the mistakes a handful of players committed that caused 
embarrassment that few teams could survive. However, the 
mighty Seminole program dusted itself off and set about to 
make things right, suspending a number of players early in the 
season and trying to put together national policies that would 
prevent it from happening again. 

In the midst of the media blitz, FSU’s coaching staff and 
players prepared to defend their 1993 national championship. 
Questions of whether Danny Kanell could step in for Charlie 
Ward and if the defense could dominate like it had the year 
before were prevalent. 


Through all the doubts and distractions, Florida 
State carved one if its finest, and certainly one of its 
toughest, seasons ever. 
The Seminoles had to comeback in the 
second half of the Maryland game after trailing 
an ACC foe at the half 
for the first time all 
season. The Tribe had 
to rebound from a 
heart-breaking loss at 
Miami that would prove 
the only real blemish on 
the season. 

But the perfor- 

mance by FSU ona 
wa November afternoon 
against arch-rival Florida 
will surely go down in Seminole legend as “The Comeback.” 
A popular T-shirt in Tallahassee may say it best. It reads, “Trailing 
31-3...just 13:00 left...the ball on your own 20...NO FEAR!” 
Certainly, FSU’s 31-31 tie with the Gators, which tied an NCAA 
record, defined the character of the 1995 Seminoles and probably 
spoke even more deeply. “The Comeback” was a culmination of 48 
years of Seminole pride, determination and desire. 

Florida State’s desire for a rematch in the Sugar Bowl proved 
the program had not lost its daring style that thrust it into the national 
spotlight early in Bobby Bowden's career. FSU faithful were 
rewarded with a satisfying finish to a most demanding season.

‘Two of the greatest names in the history of college 
football caught their collegiate passes wearing a Florida State 
uniform. Ron Sellers and Fred Biletnikoff combined to cradle 
a number of college football receiving records and both posted 
numbers that many thought would never be matched by an FSU 
athlete. 

However, the two giants of the Seminole record book 
made some room last year and welcomed the achievements of a 
soft spoken Mississippi native whose considerable talents were 
remarkably similar to those of both the legends. Kez McCorvey 
played his last game in the Sugar Bowl, but he left Tallahassee 
as the school’s second all-time leading receiver. 

Sophomore tailback Warrick Dunn liked to catch the ball 
almost as much as McCorvey but he used his elusive moves and 
tremendous speed to enter elite company among Florida State 
running backs in 1994, Dunn became only the fifth player in 
school history to rush for over 1,000 yards in a season, His 
numbers could have been even more impressive considering he 
gained just 161 yards on 23 carries over the course of four early 
FSU victories, 


Danny Kanell engineered the 
second most productive season ever for a 
Seminole signal caller. He tied an 
NCAA record with 40 completions in the 
regular season finale against Florida which 
included an incredible fourth quarter in which 
he completed 18-of-21 passes. 
More importantly, he recovered 
from the only loss of the season 
to become a true leader on the 
FSU offense. 

Clifton Abraham became 
the fifth straight FSU cornerback 
to earn All-America honors and 
lengthened the string to seven 
straight years of an all-america at 
cornerback. 

Derrick Alexander earned ACC 
Defensive Player of the Year honors and joined nine of his teammates 
on the All-ACC first team. 

Derrick Brook, who as the ACC’s top defender as a junior, won 
as many accolades for his academics as he did for his athletics. The 
NCAA Elite Eight winner also showed the college football world what 
character is all about. 

Reinard Wilson flirted with Ron Simmon’s school record for 
quarterback sacks but fell one short with 11. Wilson was just one of 
16 different Seminoles who recorded a sack during the 1994 season. 

But the record that fans around the country will remember for 
a long time is when the Seminoles were faced with the 28-point forth 
quarter deficit to their arch-rivals from Florida. Danny Kanell would 
rip the disbelieving Gators and FSU’s defense cam up with big play 
after big play en route to tying the NCAA record for comebacks 
settling for a 31-31 tie, and breaking it in the Sugar Bowl.
